At 2:20 o'clock this afternon, Mayor 


White overruled the motion of the de 
fense to dismiss the case lor want of 
evidence and held Foster to the grand 
jury' under $5000 
bond.

Nbrpell asked for a bond of $10,000 but 
after argument 
by 
counsel, 
Mayor 
White fixed the amount af $5,000. The 
defense offered no testimony. 


Coroner S. S. Richards testifying in 
the preliminary hearing of Raymond 
Foster .at Hebron today, nn connectiir 
with the death of Opal Sowards,' 16, at 
Buckeye Lake, said that his examination 
after death revealed no external signs 
of cviden.ce of violence, but that the 
post mortem, examination showed that 
an attempt had been made at an illegal 
operation, and that syrmptons of peri- 
tonitis had developed. He further testi- 
fied that at the autopsy, the lungs, 
heart and stomach seemed normal. 
The hearing started at 10 o'clock this 
morning in the court of Mayor T. M.

White -of Hebron. 
Foster with Chief 
Sheridan, 
newspaper 
representatives, 
and Norpell and .Rutledge were driven 
to the lake in Geo. Fenberg's car. 
As the .hearing convened the crowd 
was excluded from the 
court room, 
making.'the hearing practically private, 
Norpell announced the hearing would'be 
on the manslaughter statute, charging 
Foster . with the unlawful killing of 
Opal Soward. Foster, through his legal 
representative Attorney Connor of Co- 
lumbus pleaded not guilty. 


A separation of the* witnesses was ask- 
ed by the prosecution, and after he left 
the room. Dr. Richards, the coroner was 
first called to the stand. 


Dr. Richards testified that he received 
a call from Buckeye lake at 1 o'clock 
Monday afternoon and that he arrived 
there about four o'clock. That he ex- 
amined the body of the dead girl and 
fo'und no external evidence of violence. 
He said the postmortem examination 
showed that the girl was approaching 
motherhood and that an instrument was 
found in the body. He further testified 
that the lungs, heart and stomach were 
normal. Dr. Richards also testified that 
the examination showed that an illegal 
operation had been attemped, and that 
evidence of peritonitis was found. 
Dr. Richards testified that an exami- 
nation of the Soward girl's possessions 
showed a grip, with clothing ai?d J2 in 
money. 
He testified that Foster told 
him he had brought the girl to the lake 
in the company with two contractors 
from Columbus, who did some work 
for him at the lake. 
The trip was 


made in a machine. 
He stated that 
Foster said the girl was alone, and not 
in good health and that he would send 
a nurse, a Mrs. Lisle to care for her. 
The coroner in his testimony said 
that Foster had told him that he saw 
the girl at the Buckeye Hotel at Colum- 
bus Saturday and that Foster had stated 
that he had told the girl to gt> home but 
that she stated she could not as she 
had left home. 
The testimony then 
showed that Foster had told the coroner 
that the girl had paid him $7 for a 
week's rent of the Paradise cottage, 
where she died. 
No receipt for the 
money was produced. 


On the cross examination '.of Coroner 
Kichards, .Attorney Connor brought out 
the admission from the coroner that the 
autopsy Tuesday, was the lirst post 
mortem he had ever performed in a 
case of this nature.' 
Richards further testified that ac- 
cording .to his judgment that, the girl 
had been dead about 12 hours, when he 
(irst saw her, which would have brought 
her death about 4 o'clock Mondaw morn- 
ing. 


At 11:30 o'clock the hearing was ad- 
journed for lunch until 1S:30 o'clock. 
Richard L. Lind, step father of the 
dead ,girl, is one of the witnesses to be 
called this afternoon. 
Attorney John A. Conner. Foster's 
Columbus counsel, was bristling with 
anger last night for what he believed 
to be arbitrariness .of Licking counfy 
prosecuting officials for holding his 
client "without an iota of evidence."

Having concluded what he termed a 
thorough investigation, Connor came to 
bat for -his client last night and indt- 
t^ted thnt at the hearing this morning 
Mayor White will be asked to dismiss 
the case for lack of evidence. The at- 
torney was Indignant when questioned. 
Said he: 
"I have been very busy examining 
into this case and have had several per- 
sons assisting me.

Bank Deposits of tax- 
Payers Opposition De- 
feats Similar Measures. 


Columbus, 
March 
1J.—The house 
taxation commission, will formally re- 
port out today two of the bills intro- 
duced by adhearents of the uniform 
rule in taxation, with the expectation 
that they will be defeated when they 
come to vote, thus demonstrating to 
Representative Chester and his faction 
that it is impossible to enforce the uni- 
form rule. 


The bills are those fathered by Rep- 
resentative Cope of Columbiana, giving 
taxing authorities the right to inves- 
tigate banks and other institutions in 
search of securities for taxation and by 
Representative Robinson of Lawrence 
giving the county auditor inquisitorial 
powers. They are measures which have 
many times in the past failed to pass 
because. of the opposition they would 
arouse. 


This movement on the part of the 
taxation flbmrnitteee is expected to 
bring a skirmish in 'the fight for the 
adoption of the taxation program of 
the citizens taxation committee, which 
proposes the abolition of the uniform 
rule. 
The committee did not recom- 
mend the passage of -the two bills but 
merely reported them out to get them 
on the calendar for a vote. 


Governor Davis is expected to trans- 
mit to the legislature early next week 
the forn^al report of the taxation com- 
mittee, which will be backed by the 
house committee on taxation.

Proposed 
Reorganization 


May Be Held Up By 
Congress Committee. 


Washington, March 11.—Indications 


today that the governmental reorgani- 
zation proposed by the new administra- 
tion may await congressional study of 
the matter were seen today in a state- 
ment by Herbert Hoover, secretary of 
commerce. ' 


Mr. Hoover in the statement, his first 
since becoming head of the commerce 
department, said the future of his de- 
partment 
"JLI\ Us abilities to meet the 


needs of our industries ajid trade, must 
await the thorough reorganization of 
the whole executive machinery, now be- 
ing vigorously undertaken by congress." 
Inasmuch as Mr. Hoover is expected 
to act for President Harding in much 
of the reorganization work his state- 
ment was regarded here as significant. 
The congressional study of depart- 
mental reorganization is being made by 
a joint committee of the senate and 
house, 
headed by Senator 
Smoot of 


Utah, and Representative Reavis of 
Nebraska. The committee acting .under 
.a resolution adopted by congress at the 
-recent session has held several meetings 
but there was no information as to how 
long it might require to formulate its 
recommendations. 


Secretary Hoover in his statement 
gave no -details as to the manner in 
Which he believes the reorganization 
should be carried out. He did state 
however that "we must consider our 
transportation, both railway and marine, 
as one system directed to serve the' na- 
tion as a whole." To follow 'this line 
of thought to its conclusion, It was said 
today in some quarters, would bring 
about the creation possibly of a depart- 
ment of transportation entrusted^ with 
the work now performed by the 'inter- 
state commerce commission, the ship- 
ping board and a number of other 
agencies.

DISPUTE ACCURACY OF CLOCK 


Heirs of Danish Nobleman Stand to 


Win or Lose Large Amount of 


Money by Decision. 


What time was It when the castle 


clock struck twelve? 


Ten thousand 
pounds, normally 


about 950,000, hangs on the answer to 
this question, explains the London Ex- 
press correspondent In Denmark," which 
has been the subject of lively argu- 
ment In the eastern civil court, Copen- 
hagen. 


The clock In question Is In the tower 


of Lystrup castle, the seat of one of 
Denmark's greatest landlords, the late 
Count Moltke, a life, member of the 
ancient house of lords. 


Count Moltke died on the night of 


December 19-20,1918, a few seconds 
after the castle clock struck twelve. 
The Danish parliament recently ap- 
. proved a new and increased scale of 
death duties, applicable to the estate 
of all persons who died after midnight 
on December 19-20. 


It is contended by the count's heirs 


that the castle clock was fast and 
struck a minute too soon. The count, 
they say, died on December 19, and 
therefore his estate is exempt from 
the increase in the death duties.

nology at the University of Copen- 
hagen. 


ft is his ambition to make a thor- 


ough study of the whole Eskimo race, 
from eastern Greenland to Siberia, and 
he lias already visited every Eskimo 
settlement in Greenland. Tt is said 
that b" knows every Greenland Eski- 
mo personally. Mr. Ekblaw 1icliev.es 
It safe to say that no one else has 
ever come into such direct contact 
with a whole people as he has. 


Late In 1019 he returned from a 


.visit to Amninssnlik, on the east coast. 
He was surprised to find that the east 
Greenland Eskimos preserve many of 
tbe customs of the central Eskimos, 
who still Inhabit the ancestral home 
of the racfc about Hudson bay. He 
found that they nre more closely re- 
lated to th«* centrnj Eskimos than are, 
any. of. the other tribes of the entire 
Greenland coast, and that only recent- 
ly have they been affected hy contrast 
with the Greenland west coast culture.

If It has a nega- 
tive charge at first, It will have a 
positive charge when It is reheated.

lifie, but tourmaline Is the most Inter- 
esting and spectacular of all.—Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

'DATA, MUST BE GATHERED

Washington, D. C.—The "oceau of 


air" which followers of aviation be- 
lieve some day will be filled with great 
air liners, plying their way ou regular 
schedules, must be studied from a me- 
teorological 'standpoint and the whtniH 
and fancies of the element must be 
reduced to easily understood data be- 
fore the dream of world-wide com- 
mercial aviation can become a reality, 
according to C. LeRoy Meislnger, gov- 
ernment meteorologist here. 
/ 


Mr. Mclslnger in a paper discussing 


the effect of air conditions on commer- 
cial aviation says that meteorology is 
the mainstay of aviation, regardless of 
Ine confidence a pilot may have In his 
motor and in his plane. 


The "oc«Kin of air," he says, con- 


stantly is changing and does not con- 
tain steadfast currents, such as the 


• Gulf stream and the Japan current, 
which are found In oceans of water. 


Must Gather Data. 


Because of the constantly changing 


condition of the aerial routes through 
which the air liners of the 
future 


would travel Mr. Melslnger declares 


• before big commercial aviation com- 
panies can operate on a large scale, 
great masses of data on air conditions 
; at all times of the year, In all places 
and all circumstances must be gath- 
ered. He suggests placing consulting 
meteorologists on the staffs of all 
aviation companies to study the air as 
It affects aviation and to decide daily 
•what altitude and what route a plane 
should take from one city to another. 


Air conditions are so changeable, 


Mr. Meisinger says, that a plane trav- 
eling between the same two points 
might have to take a different route 
almost every day In order to make 
the trip with the least danger. Also, 
a plane flying from New York to Chi- 
cago might find a certain route the 
best, while one traveling from Chicago 


• to Kew York on the same day might 
find an entirely different route more 


. favorable. 


Things to Consider. 


Some of the things which airplane 


dispatchers will have to consider, he 
says, are the speed and direction of 
the wind In the area to be traversed, 
the frequency of low Clouds and,fog. 
the frequency and intensity of thunder- 
storms, the vertical temperature dis- 
tribution, the normal values of pre- 
cipitation at flying fields and the effect 
of atmospheric pressure on aerial In- 
struments, particularly the altimeter. 


The changing conditions in the air 


make It Impossible to gather the nec- 
essary Information in a single path- 
finding flight over an area, he con- 
tinues, but by gathering data in nu- 
merous flights at all times of the year 
and in nil circumstances a system of 
averages could be devised which would 
aid greatly In dispatching planes. 
. 


GERMANS PLAN SKYSCRAPERS 


Propose to Break Housing Shortage 


by Rivaling Tallest Buildings 


In New York. 


Berlin.—Agitation for construction 


of "skyscrapers" has started in vir- 
tually every city in Germany, where 
the housing problem tons taxed the in- 
genuity of officials, relief workers and 
flat dwellers. 


Architects have drawn specifications 


for buildings to rival the tallest in New 
York, and sanitary and hygienic au- 
thorities are lecturing on the probable 
effect 
of high buildings, darkened 


streets and congested business and 
residence centers. 


The agitation has been carried on 


Intensively in Berlin, where there is 
a great shortage of rooming houses. 


Buildings in German cities were lini- 


ited under the old regime to .1 uni- 
form height. Few are more than four 
stories high. 
The tnllest 
business 


building in Berlin is only five stories.

Slovak stupidity was as deliberate 


as is the sturdy determination of the 
Czech. 
Forced by the Mag>ars to 


learn a hated tongue or go uutaught, 
the Slovak chose the latter course; 
hence he Is largely Illiterate today, his 
Ignorance a tribute to his sense of 
freedom. One of their number ex- 
plained It to me in the cafe, of a moun- 
tain village. He saw me sitting alone 
and his first sentence explained why 
he came over to speak to me. 


"You are lonely, I think," he said. 
And as \ve sat there, In the small 


cafe, he told me how, rather than sub- 
mit to Magyarization under the Haps- 
burg regime, he refused to study till 
the day when his fond dream cauie 
true and he set oat for America. 


After his arrival In the United 


States he went to night school, and, 
judging from the quality of his Eng- 
lish, he profited well from the privi- 
lege. 


"Nobody forced me to learn Eng- 


lish," he explained; "I did it because 
I wanted to. English Is a very 'prac- 
tlsche' language, and I wanted to be 
an American through and through, so 
I worked hard at night to learn. 1 
got my first papers all right, and then 
I came back for a visit. Then came 
the war, and 1 had to stay."

Great, killed the giant Mugello. whose 
club had three iron balls attached to 
it in order that it might be a more 
effective weapon. For this reason the 
family of the Medici adopted the three 
balls, gilded, as the heraldic device on 
their coat-of-arms, and the appearance 
of this insignia soon came to be rec- 
ognized as a symbol for money-lend- 
ing.

fpmlly has been further 
perpetuated 


through the word "medicine" a trib- 
ute to the skill of the members of 
this house in the art of healing.

TRAINING WAIFS OF 
CAIRO 


Government of Egyptian City Has In* 


stltuted School Where Stray Boys* 


Will Be Educated. 


It looks as if the problem of the 


waifs and strays of Cairo was going

of some public-spirited officials a spe- 
cial school for boys of this class has 
been opened in the environs of Cairo, 
where they will be looked after apd 
trained by the government without 
their having committed s,ome crime to 
admit them into the reformatory, pre- 
viously the only institution of the kind.

Such cau- 
dles were little cylindrical boxes cou-

chemicals, 


which could be Ignited at a moment's 
notice bj a sort of friction device. 
Ttaej were nsed to conceal the move- 
ments of small group* of men. When 
touched off they were simply placed 
on the ground, to make • smoke screen. 


The American* thought it would be 


a good Idea to use smoke candles that 
would give oft a poteooou* smoke. 
These Improved candle* did not come 
Into use- during the war, but since 
then the chemists of our War depart- 
ment have perfected them. The poison 
stuff used Is a coal-tar product which, 
a solid at ordinary temperatures, va- 
pcrires In the heat of the burning can- 
dle. The vapor will penetrate most 
gas masks. The military authorities 
think that euch poison smokes will 
find very extensive use in future 
warfare. 


The smoke of a smoke-candle Is 


usually white. To be effective for con- 
cealment, it must, of course, be as 
opaque as possible; and it must also 
be heavy, so as to be not easily blown 
away by a light breeze. Candles that 
produce a smote of zinc chloride meet 
these requirements admirably, but 
the addition of "dipheflylchlorarsine" 
makes them poisonous as well.

tempt on the whole system ^of govern- 
ment. The great majority of the peo- 
ple believed in national prohibition, or 
it could never have secured rat if ica-; 
tion to' 45 states. 


A good many people, however, will 


dodge any law interfering with their 
interest or vices. 
They look to the 


law for security of their own lives 
and property, yet flout it when they 


-" Sslike some particular statute. They 


refuse to obey the 
government that 


makes prosperity possible for them. It 
would be hard to find language strong 


"enough to express the contempt that 


one feels for characters who try to 
bribe an honest man to go crooked. 


The 
American 
people will not be 


bluffed "by this cjass of people. They 
will listen to arguments that any citi- 
zen has to bring forward in good faith 
against prohibition or any other sta- 
tute. But when it comes to attempt 
to beat it by stealth and corruption of 
public officials, rather than by fair 
discussion and constitutional action, 
they will demand punishment worthy 
of such a sneaking policy.

Cheap Building Material. 


The making of houses^ chiefly from 


slate waste, as proposed by north 
Wales builders, is an experiment of 
much Interest. 
The waste has been 


accumulating In quarries for three 
centuries, and is adapted for use in 
paints, putty, brlefcs, blocks, slabs, 
tiles, flooring, mortar, rubber and 
molded products, but hitherto the cost 
of manufacture seems to have kept it 
from competition with other materials. 
Tried for roads,'the slate has proven 
too dirty in wet weather. It Is sug- 
gested as, a promising binder in gran- 
ite macadam; and bricks made from it 
have been found very strong and as re- 
sistant to water absorption as other 
bricks. Good drain pipes have been 
made from slate dust. For cement the 
ground waste is claimed to be especial- 
ly good, and near the quarries a mas- 
tic of slate dust and oil has been used 
often for repairing leaky roofs. This 
mixture, when it sets, Is said to be 
harder and more durable than the nat- 
ural slate rock. 


Strange Polar Sea Vegetation.

cold water plants are the laininaria- 
ceoe, a kind of seaweed, which some- 
times attr.ins a gigantic size, exceed- 
ing In length the longest climbing 
plants of the tropical forests, and de- 
veloping hu£e stems like the trunks 
of trees.
